Gettysburg, Pa.. July 2.— In the 
iB 1 *re of a sun that Bent the mercury 
bubbling over the hundred mark and 
made clothes a burden and a bath 
only a delusion, the armies of the 
north and the south Tuesday began 
the formal exercises set to mark the 
semi centennial of Gettysbu r g . 
Veterans to the number of 15.000, 
the army officers estimated, filed in- 
to the big tent set apart for the ex- 
ercises, sac in the haze of heat for 
two hours and shook the camp with 
their cheers when the speakers made 
reference to a reunited nation. 

Although the men in gray were 
far outnumbered by thoee in, blue 
there were poasibly a thousand 
southerners in the amphitheater and 
what they lacked in numbers they 
made up in lung power. When Gov- 
ernor Tener finished his speech. 
General Bennett H. Young, com- 
msnder-in-2hief of the Confederate 
veterans, rose slowly and bowed to 
him. "I can give you something 
that no one else can give you," he 
said. ' "We will now give you the 
rebtl yell." 
Nine famous Confederate gener 
a thousand veterans of the 
ve it so loudly that it was 
ar away. 
MEN IN BLUE CHEERED. 
When General Young stepped for- 
ward to deliver his address he was 
g-e< t d wiih wild enthusiasm, the 
Union veterans, led by Commander- 
in-Chief Beers, giving him three 
lusty cheers and a "tiger." 

He took as his keynote the con- 
viction of each side in the great 
struggle that each fought for a prin- 
ciple which each believed was the 
truth. Oae of his opening state- 
ments was that the northern soldiers 
| deserved more credit than the south- 
erners for the promulgate nand suc- 
cessful realization of the present 
great reunion which he character- 
ized as the great, st movement of 
its kind in the world. 

This compliment to the northern 
veterans was greeted with loud cries 
cf "no," to which General Young 
quickly replied: "I know better 
than you do." His speech captured 
the audience and he wbb overwhelm- 
ed by*har>dshakes.

It \a almost impossible to find nut 
the true condition of crops at this 
t me all over the county or to make 
a forecast of the probable outcome 
of the growing crops, Farmers of 
the same neighborhood have differ- 
ent reports to make. All that we 
can learn by inquiry is that tobacco 
is standing the drouth .very well, 
even in localities not touched by lo- 
cal showers. There have been many 
of these Bhowers on different days 
in different sections. 

The farmers as a whole appear to 
have no reason for kicking about the 
weather. With tobacco and corn 
not suffering, the wheat all harvest- 
ed, and much of it already threshed, 
the farmers have little to complain 
of excent that the young clover is 
killed: That is pretty bad, but it is 
usually much worse during a drouth. 
With good crops of fine wheat and 
the other two staple crops doing well 
and most farmers clear of debt, it 
seems to us that Christian county 
farmers are among the most blessed 
anywhere. We have heard a few 
men say they have had no rain for 
nearly a month, but we have heard 
farmoie say that they have had 
showers and their crops are in con- 
dition to wait some time for a regu- 
lar ground-soaking, gully-washing 
rain. 

This account of crop conditions 
would not be complete, so far as we 
are able to give it, without stating 
that on account of the want of past- 
urage cows are failing and the milk 
and butter supply is getting to be a 
little serious.

HmmwIvm Who Ar« Perplex** to 
Add VoHoty to Tablo at TMo Sea- 
son Will Find Relief In Thoao 
Suogestions. 

Many dnllcloua variation* can bo 
made with the plain omelet at a point 
of departure. Sardines broken up a 
mixed with lemon Juice and Bool ted 
butter, anchor; pasta, a teaapoonftil 
mixed amooth with two tableopoonfuli* 
of melted butter; crated cheese of 
any kind, a cupful of cooked oyalera 
finely minced, chopped paraley, aa 
well aa any bits of minced meat. ham. 
kidney, ciiicken. liver, sausage, cock-.' 
bacon, all these additions are worth 
whilo. 

A delicate change from the plain 
kind Is the omelet a la creme. For it 
make a cream aauce and mix half a 
cupful with the six-egg omelet be- 
fore cooking. Spread the same amount 
of cream sauce on half of the omelet 
before folding It This sauce should 
be moderateiy thick, made with a cup- 
ful of milk and two tablespoonfulB 
each of butter and flour. 

Blazing omelet ia a plain omelet 
over which a 'Utle rum or brandy Is 
poured. The alcohol la lighted aa 
the omelet la sent to the tablo and 
aa soon aa It haa bumed off the ome- 
let should be eaten. 

A well-made and well seasoned 
Spanish omelet la a lunch In itaelf. 
Melt a Qtbleapoonful of butter in a 
saucepan, add an onion chopped fine, 
six mushrooms and one red and one 
green sweet pepper cut in small 
pieces. Cover and cook slowly for 
twenty minutes. Make a plain omelet 
from six eggs, turn it on a hot platter, 
pour the Spanish sauce around It and 
send at once to the table. Spanish 
omelet la sometimes made by Ameri- 
can cooka from stiffly beaten eggs, the 
yolka hardly mixed with the whites 
even after they are cooked. 

Quaker omelet is a good one for a 
beginner, for it is hardly an omelet 
at all. To make It beat four eggs un- 
til they are well mixed. Soak half a 
pint, a cupful, of bread crumbs in half 
a pint of milk until the crumbs are 
soft and then add the eggs and beat 
with an eggbeater until the bread Is 
blended with the milk. Season with 
salt and pepper and pour into greased 
pie plates. Bake in a quick oven and 
serve from the dish in which it was 
cooked. 

A delicious and nourishing omelet la 
made In Denmark, where the nutritive 
value of dairy products ia realised and 
where, too, eggs never reach the price 
of train fares. A Danish omelet has a 
cream sauce of three tableapoonfuls of 
butter, three of flour and two cupa of 
milk. In the meantime break maca- 
roni Into one inch lengths and boll it 
in sftlted water until It Id tender, then 
drain it When the cream sauce is 
cool add six egg yolka, two at a time, 
beating the mixture five mlnutea after 
each yolk addition. Beat six egg 
whites stiff, fold them into the yolk 
mixture, sprinkle with pepper and aalr 
and pour the omelet over the macaro 
ttl, which has been arranged on the 
bottom of a buttered baking dish. Bake 
the omelet in a. steady hot oven for 
30 minutes and serve at once. Beaten 
butter is used in Denmark with thie 
omelet. which Is simply butter 
creamed with a fork or spoon and 
blended with a taate of sugar. 

Sweet omelets are made by adding 
a teaspoonful of powdered sugar to a 
glx-egg omelet before cooking and 
spreading the omelet with fruit, Jam. 
Jelly or preserves before turning. Th>- 
sweet should not be thickly spread on, 
as It should furnish simply a sugges- 
tive flavor, not make the omelet a rlcb 
dessert.

der, but not broken. In boiling water. 
Put the beans In baking dish with sau- 
sage here and there, using about one- 
half pound sauaage. Dissolve one ta 
blespoon salt In one pint boiling wa- 
ter and pour over the beans, adding 
more If needed. Bake Ave or alx 
hours and serve hot with catstlp or 
any other table sauce. 

Spanish Ham and Eggs.—Cut stale 
bread Into one-half Inch slices and 
soak until soft in one cup milk mixed 
with one beaten egg. Fry a delicate 
brown, on a well-buttered griddle or 
spider. Mix one cup of minced left- 
over ham and one-third of minced left- 
crumbs with milk to mqlsten, or 
with the remaining egg and milk. 
Heat It apd season with pepper. 
Cook several eggs in water Just be- 
low the boiling point until firm enough 
to keep in shape after removing the 
shells. Put a whole egg on two slices 
placed side by side and serve at 
once. 

Cream of Celery Soup. — Wash and 
cut into inch pieces one bunch of cel- 
ery, boil It In one pint of sBlted water 
until tender enough to mash and 
strain; melt one tablespoon of gelatin 
until smooth and stir into one pint 
of hot milk or cream; then add to 
the celery, with salt and pepper, and 
boll all together for five mlnutea. A 
few drops of onion Juice improves this 
dish for some people. A good and 
easy way to get onion Juice is to rub 
the onion, after the outside skin has 
been removed, on a rough grater. 
Four to eight drops gives a sugges- 
tion, without the positive onion flavor. 

Cream of celery with stock: This 
Is a delicious soup. It requires a 
white broth for stock, and in thlB 
(which may be made of veal) cook 
plenty of white stalks of celery, pasB 
through a sieve and thicken with 
flour mixed smoothly in milk; add but- 
ter and stir well. 

Steamed Peach Roll. — - Sift two 
two cupa of flour with one scant tea- 
spoon of salt and three tablespoons of 
baking powder, rub one rounded table- 
spoon of butter and moisten with 
enough milk to make a rather stiff 
dough. Place on a floured board, pat 
Into a rectangular shape, cover with 
sliced peaches, dust with flour and 
sugar, roll into a loose roll, pinch the 
edges together, wrap In a floured 
cloth and steam one hour. Serve 
with peach sirup slightly thickened 
—1th arrowroot or cornstarch. 



Cold Tongue In Jelly. 

A canned or fresh tongue, one pint 
good, clear stock; one onion (stuffed 
with cloves), one-half ounce gelatin, 
seasonings. A canned tongue makes a 
?ood dish, but a fresh one is better. 
Put on the stock with seasoning and 
the onion, to cook gently. Meanwhile 
soak the gelatin. Strain the stock, add 
the gelatin, let all dissolve and color a 
nice brown. Cut the tongue into thin 
slices and arrange iu a plain mold or 
pan, seasoning and scattering chopped 
parsley over it all. When the atock ta 
nearly cold pour It on the tongue 
Set a plate over with weight on it 
When set, turn out and servo. 



Chocolate Bavaroloo. 

Heat two cups of milk in a double 
boiler and add two cups of sugar. Melt 
four oMii.it • b of chocolate in a smal' 
saucepan Bet In another of hot water, 
then mix with tho milk and sugar. 
Soak one-third box of gelatin in one 
third cup of cold water and stir Into 
the hot mixture, theu strain and add 
jne teaspoon of vanilla. When th" 
mixture begins to thicken beat it well 
until cold and a fine froth Is formed 
hen fold in two cups of cream beaten 
light Turn into a »*rvtug dish or into 
small molds aud Bet away to become 
30ld and firm— Alice E Whitaker. 

Voal Croquettes. 
Put two cupfuls of finely shopped 
real In a saucepan, add two table 
spoonfuls of fine bread crumbs. >ne 
teaspoonful of butter, the beaten yolks 
■»t two eggs, one teaspoonful of onion 
lulce. one hair teaopoonful of salt, one 
aaltspoonful of paprika aud speck of 
saaoe. Stir the mixture over the tiro 
until thoroughly heated, then set aside 
to cool. Shape into croquettes, dip In 
beaten egg. roll In flne crumbs, lot 
•taad one or more hours and fry un 
til well browned Serve with

Fig Custard. 
Scald one quart of milk. Mix two 
tableapoonfuls of corn starch, three- 
fourtha of cupful of sugar, and one- 
fourth teaBpoonful of salt. Pour scald- 
ed milk gradually, while stirring con- 
stantly, into mixture, and cook In 
double boiler ten minutes, stirring 
constantly until mixture thickens, and 
afterwards occasionally. Add yolks of 
three eggs, slightly beaten and cook 
three minutes. Cut one-half pound of 
figs In small pieces, put In double 
boiler, and add one-fourth cupful of 
boiling water, one-fourth cupful of 
sugar, and one tablespoonful of lemon- 
Juice, and cook until figs are soft. 
Combine custard and flg mixtures, 
cool, and turn Into a servlngdtsh 
Beat whites of three eggs until stiff 
and add gradually, while beating con 
stantly, three tablespoonfulB ot pow- 
dered sugar; then add one-half 'able 
spoonful of lemon-Juice. Pile by 
spoonfuls over the pudding. 

Roasted Sausages. 

Do you like sausages? If so try this 
way of preparing them. Take a med- 
ium-sized white onion, chop fine and 
brown it slightly in butter, add half 
a cup of rice, a pinch of salt, shake 
of pepper and moisten it with a pint 
of boiling stock or bouillon. Bring to 
a boll, cover It and cook gently. It 1b 
said to be a mlBtake to wash rice the 
usual way and that it should be put 
In a piece of cheesecloth or fine sieve 
and water poured over it, then spread 
the rice out on a cloth to drain. Nev- 
er atlr the rice while boiling It. It is 
done when it absorbs all the fluid. 
Now add butter the size of an egg and 
mix In the rice, using a silver fork. 
Place rice in Bervlng dish. While 
cooking the rice get ready 12 very 
small sausages, roast them aud place 
on top of the rice. 

Measured Angel Cako. 
Take one glassful of whites of eggs, 
which will be nine or eleven, accord- 
ing to slxe of eggs, add one teaopoon- 
ful of cream of tartar and a pinch of 
salt. Beat until stiff enough to tho 
dish can be turned upalde down and 
the eggs lightly, so lightly that par- 
tlclea together one cupful of flour 
and one and one-half cupfuls of 
sugar, Into this fold tho eggs lightly, ' 
so lightly that particles ot beaten eggs 
can be seen as the mixture is turowd 
into tho baking pan Bake in a mod- 
erate oven until a nice light brown. *
